3. It appears from this table, that, for the last of these 
years, compared with the preceding year, there has been, in 
Ulster, a considerable increase in the number of patients 
attended, whether at their own homes or at the Dispensaries; 
in Connaught also, there has been an increase in both classes of 
cases, hut much less considerable than in Ulster. There has 
been, on the contrary, a diminution of cases in Leinster and 
Munster, nearly balancing the increase in the other two pro- 
vinces ; and giving in the totals for this year, compared with 
the previous one, a small increase in the number of cases 
attended at the Dispensaries, and a small diminution in the 
number of those attended at the patients’ homes. The total 
number of cases attended during the past year was 755,578, 
not quite a thousand above the corresponding total for the 
year before, viz., 754,643. 

4. The detail of the medical relief afforded in each Dis- 
pensary District for the last year in the above table is given 
in. the Appendix.* 

5. The next table exhibits the expenditure incurred in 
affording relief under the Medical Charities Act in each Pro- 
vince, and in all Ireland, for the six years ended September 
29th, 1858, the latest period np to which the half-yearly 
accounts have been audited. In former Keports we have had 
occasion to remark upon the uniformity of the expenditure 
from year to year, under the Medical Charities Act, the 
amount haying risen merely during the first five years of the 
operation of the Act, by £2,020. The last year in the table, 
compared with the preceding one, shows an increased expen- 
diture, amounting to £2,265. The increase appears in each

8. Notwithstanding the increased expenditure, the average 
poundage on the Valuation of Ireland to provide for the Dis- 
pensary expenses has risen very slightly, viz., from T82<£. in 
the pound for 1857, to l-84cl in the pound for 1858, a 
poundage somewhat below that for the year 1856. This 
circumstance is explained as heretofore, by the progressive 
increase in the Valuation of Ireland. The valuation on which 
the poundage for 1856 was struck was £11,731,968; in 
1858, the valuation had risen to £12,091,562. 

9. The following changes hi several Dispensary Districts, 
or in the arrangements for affording Dispensary relief in 
various districts, have been effected since the date of our 
last Medical Charities Report. Additional Dispensary Dis- 
tricts have been formed in the Unions of Ballinasloe and 
Dunmanway, one new District for each Union. In the 
Ballinasloe Union, the Electoral Divisions of Olontuskert 
and Oatfield, taken from the former Ballinasloe Dispensary 
District, together with the Electoral Divisions of Kiltormer, 
Abbeygormican, and Killoran, taken from the former Lau- 
rencetown Dispensary District, constitute the new Dispen- 
sary District of Kiltormer ; the remaining Electoral Divisions 
of the former Ballinasloe and Laurencetown Dispensary Dis- 
tricts forming, respectively, the present Dispensary Districts 
of the same name. In the Dunmanway Union, originally 
divided into two Dispensary Districts, a third District has been 
formed. The newly-formed District, the Ballineen District, 
comprises the five Eastern Electoral Divisions of the former 
South Dispensary District. TJie Dunmanway Dispensary 
District is formed from the remaining Electoral Divisions of 
the former South District, together with the Garroun Electoral 
Division of the former North Dispensary District; and the 
Coolmountain District contains the remaining Electoral Divi- 
sions of the former North District, 

10. These new arrangements, by which considerable addi- 
tional facilities for procuring medical relief are afforded to 
the sick poor of all the Dispensary Districts concerned, were 
effected by Sealed Order, after refusal or neglect on the part 
of the Boards of Guardians to establish them at our sugges- 
tion themselves. In the case of the Ballinasloe Union, the 
Guardians refused to carry out the directions of the Order, 
obliging us to have recourse to the Coxu’t of Queen’s Bench 
for a mandamus to enforce compliance, and only yielding 
after ft conditional order to that effect had been procured. 
Tlie correspondence in this case was laid before Parliament, 
on the motion of the Earl of OJancarty

16. From the former of these tables, it appears that a 
greater number of Vaccinations was performed, in the last 
year in the table, by the Dispensary Medical Officers, than 
in any previous year since the operation of the Medical 
Charities Act commenced, except 1855-56. That year was, 
in this respect, quite exceptional. A panic, occasioned bv an 
epidemic invasion of Small-pox, which spread widely through 
the country, induced the poor to present their children at the 
Dispensaries for Vaccination in very much greater numbers 
than usual. 

17. The number of Dispensary Vaccinations for 1858, 
though exceeding that of the preceding year by 7,000, is 
still very far below what it ought to he. In the Medical 
Charities Report for 1857, we have given reasons for believ- 
ing that the complete Vaccination of the children born within 
the year, the condition of whose parents is such as fairly to 
entitle them to apply for gratuitous Vaccination, would de- 
mand about 140,000 Vaccinations annually, not very much 
under three times the number vaccinated last year. 

18. The Act for the further extension of Vaccination, of 
last session of Parliament, was passed with a view to apply a 
remedy to this great evil. We have had as yet hut slender 
means of forming an opinion, from the actual operation of 
the measure, as to the degree in which it is likely to attain 
its object ; but we think there is good reason to anticipate 
very beneficial results. 

19. There is good ground for the belief that the principal 
causes of the inefficiency of Vaccination, under the Medical 
Charities Act, are the indolence and apathy of the poor, and 
the prejudice widely prevailing amongst the peasantry in 
favour of Small-pox inoculation, as affording better protec- 
tion than Vaccination does against the natural disease. The 
former - of these causes we believe to he much the more 
powerful. Against it the provisions of the Act 21 and 22 
Vic., chap. 64, are aimed, and are well calculated to lessen, 
if not obviate, its ill effects. Vaccination will every where 
he offered to the poor, near to their homes, and will be ac- 
cepted by many who would have refused to seek it at the 
distance of several miles, at the nearest Dispensary station. 

20. No provision of the Act is directed against the preju- 
dice in favour of inoculation for Small-pox; but the power 
given by the 5th section to Boards of Guardians to pay from 
the Rates the costs of proceedings instituted by them against 
itinerant inoculators, will, probably, stimulate them to greater 
exertions to put down that dangerous and illegal practice. 
Much good has been effected already by the increased activity 
of late years exhibited by Boards of Guardians, Dispensary 
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Committees and the Constabulary, in tlie detection and prose- 
S of Inocnlators for Small-pox, the practice of whose 
most pernicious trade has, in consequence, been made much 
jiffionlt and dangerous to themselves. 

The Act for the Promotion of Vaccination m Ireland, 
last session of Parliament, was passed on the 2nd of Au- 
„ ust Soon after receiving a copy of it, we addressed a cu- 
Mihr * dated August 24th, to the Dispensary Committees, 
f-ilihi’cr their attention to the provisions of the Act, and re- 
nuestmo- that they would, without delay, hold meetings for 
the purpose of dividing their respective Dispensary Districts 
, to Vaccination Districts, in accordance with the requne- 
Int of the 1st section of the Act; and ot appointing the 
places and times at which the Medical Officers should attend 
in each District, for the purpose of Vaccinating all applicants 
resident in the District, and fit subjects for the operation. 

4s heretofore, the poor have always, especially m rural 
districts, exhibited a disinclination to present their cluldien 
at the Dispensaries for Vaccination during the winter months 
or in the lieio'ht of summer, we recommend the Committees 
mfix the times for attendance at _ the Vaccination stations 
in the month of April or May, in bpnng, and the mouth of 
September or October, in Autumn ; thus deferring to the 
habits of the people, and, at the same time, consulting their 
convenience by selecting periods free from the pressure 
theft time, occasioned by the field labours of Spring and 
Harvest. We further recommend that they should requne 
their Medical Officers, on each occasion, and at ^hsiuti°n 
to attend three times, with an interval of a week hetween 
each two consecutive attendances, thus affording to the Me- 
dical Officer, in cases where the parents could he mduced to 
bring their children hack for inspection, the oppo 1 *!™^ of 
examination at the time when the character o . ie * 

Vesicle indicates with most certainty the success or faiLuie 
of the operation, and to the people, the advantage of lie- 
vaccination in cases of failure, and a second opportunity tor 
Vaccination in the case of those who had neg ec e or v 
prevented availing themselves of the first. 

F 22. At the same time we pointed out to the Committees the 
very unsatisfactory nature of tlie results of the provisions of 
the'Medical Charities Act intended to insure the Vaccination 
of the poor, and urged upon them the importance of using 
every exertion to give effect to the intentions o e egis 
tare, as expressed in the recent enactment, by a zea ous per 
formance of the new duties imposed on them, and y en ea 
vouring, by every possible means, to remove the preju ices

of the people in favour of Small-pox Inoculation, and to en- 
lighten them in respect to the safety and great value of Vac- 
cination. 

23. In pursuance of the 1st and 3rd sections of the Act 21 
and 22 Vic., chap. 64, we issued, on the 23rd September, a 
General Order, addressed to the Boards of Guardians and 
Dispensary Committees of Management,* containing regula- 
tions for conducting Vaccination at the stations, and prescri- 
bing forms for the registration of the persons Vaccinated, and 
for notices giving fall information to the residents of each 
Vaccination District of the arrangements in respect to time 
and place adopted by the Committee for the performance of 
the operation. The regulations require that the Committees 
shall keep placards notifying these arrangements, and in a 
prescribed form, posted through their Districts; that the 
Medical Officers shall inspect all persons vaccinated by them, 
on the eighth day, and on such other days as they may con- 
sider necessary, to assure themselves of the result of the 
operation ; and shall report, from time to time, in a prescribed 
form, to the Committee, the number of persons vaccinated by 
them since the last report, setting them forth by name. The 
report is directed to he transmitted by the Committee to the 
Board of Guardians, and to be exhibited by them in the 
Board-room, the Committee keeping a copy for exhibition at 
the Dispensary. The regulations also fix the times of pay- 
ments to be made to the Medical Officers on account of Vac- 
cinations certified as having been successfully performed by 
them. 

24. On receipt of our circular of August 24th, calling the 
attention of the Committees of Management to the provisions 
of the Vaccination Extension Act, a large majority of them 
proceeded promptly and zealously to take the steps necessary 
to bring it into operation, by dividing their Dispensary Dis- 
tricts into Vaccination Districts, and making all other requi- 
site arrangements. A few Committees, in reply to the 
circular, expressed the opinion that the facilities for Vacci- 
nation of the Poor already existing at the Dispensaries were 
amply sufficient, and objected to incur, needlessly, as they 
thought, the expense of providing Vaccination Stations, and 
the other expenses incidental to the newly established sys- 
tem. In all these cases, however, we have succeeded, by 
representing the necessity of complying with the manifest 
intentions of the Legislature, in procuring the establishment 
of Vaccination Districts. About sixty Dispensary Districts 
remain, at the date of this Report, in which no step, so far 
as we know, has yet been taken to put the Act in force. In

29. Tills table, compared with tlie corresponding one in 
the last Medical Charities Report, shows that Scarlatina, 
which had very considerably declined in the year 1857, lias 
suffered a further decline in 1858, from 5,337 cases in the 
former, to 2,966 in the latter year. In Ulster only do the 
returns show an inconsiderable increase of cases for 1858, 
this Province having been the last visited by tlie Epidemic 
Scarlatina. A small increase appears for 1858, in the number 
of cases of Small-pox returned ; 565 for this year, against 498 
for 1857; but, for reasons already assigned, we do not place 
reliance upon these figures. Fever, as well as Scarlatina, has 
declined somewhat; 8,379 cases being returned for 1858, 
against 8,911 for 1857. We think these figures afford satis- 
factory evidence that the country is not, at present, threatened 
with a return of Epidemic Fever.

I. — Order, and Circulars. 

2j 0i x, General Order prescribing Regulations relative to 

Vaccination, under the Act 21 & 22 Vie., c. 64. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the Sche- 
dule hereunto annexed, and the Clerks thereof; to the Committees of 
Management of Dispensary Districts therein; to the Officers of such 
Districts; and to all others whom it may concern: 

Whereas, in exercise of the powers vested in Us hy an Act passed in 
the Fifteenth Year of the Reign of Her Majesty Queen Y ict.ona, intituled, 

« In Act to provide for the better Distribution, Support, and Manage- 
“ment of Medical Charities in Ireland, and to amend an Act of the 
-Eleventh Year of Her Majesty to provide for the execution of the Laws 
‘■for the Relief of the Poor in Ireland ,” We, the Commissioners for ad- 
ministering the Laws for Relief of the Poor in Ireland, by Orders issued 
from time to time under our Seal, have declared the several Umons named 
in the Schedule annexed to this Order to he divided into Dispense y 

Districts for the purposes of the said Act; , . , , 

And whereas, by it General Order under our Seal, hearing date the 
Sixteenth day of December, 1853, We have framed and issued General 
Rules and Regulations for the Government of each Dispensary District 
and for the Guidance and Control of the Guardians, the Committees ol 
Management, and the several Officers thereof: ,, 

And whereas, in the said last-rccited Order, TV e have, among otliu 
tilings, directed that the Medical Officer shall Vaccinate all 
mav come to him for that purpose, and that ho shall keep a Register o 
all cases of Vaccination performed hy lum as Medical Officer of the Dis- 
pensary; and submit the same to the Committee of Management at each 

0 And whOTas”uiider the provisions of an Act passed in the session of 
Parliament held in the Twenty-first and Twenty-second Years of the 
Reign of Her Majesty, intituled, “An Act to make further provision foi 
the Practice of Vaccination in Ireland," the Committee of Management 
of even- Dispensary District in Ireland is required, subject to the appro- 
bation of the Poor Law Commissioners, to divide such Dispensary Dis- 
trict into so many Vaccination Districts as they may deem advisable and 
necessary, and to report such Districts to the Commoners for their 
approval; and to require the Medical Officer of such Distaict to a 
at some convenient place within each such Vaccination Distric , 
approved of bv the said Committee, at such times as the said Committee 
may fix or approve; and the said Medical Officer is thereby requmed to 
vaccinate all persons resident in his Districtwho may come to him foi that 
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purpose, or whom he may be requested to vaccinate, being fit subjects tor 
vaccination, subject to such Regulations as may be issued by the Com- 
missioners in that behalf : 

And whereas, it is further enacted by the said Act, that the Medical 
Officer of each such District shall make a Report to the Committee of 
Management from time to time of the number of persons successfully 
vaccinated by him in each year, and that, such Report shall be made hi 
such Form and shall contain such further particulars as the Commissioners 
shall direct, and shall be transmitted by the Committee to the Board of 
Guardians, and recorded by the. Guardians in their Minutes ; and that 
the Board of Guardians shall pay to each such Medical Officer, in addi- 
tion to any Salary or Allowance payable to him, the sum of One Pound 
for every twenty cases of successful Vaccination performed by him in each 
vear. 

Now, therefore, iu pursuance of the provisions of the said Act, Ve do 
hereby make and issue the following Regulations: — 

]. The Committee shall cause a Notice, according to the Form hereunto 
annexed, to be kept Posted throughout the Dispensary District, stating the 
days and hours when the Medical Officer will attend at each of the places 
within such Dispensary District, appointed by the Committee for the pur- 
pose of Vaccination . 

2. The Medical Officer shall inspect all persons vaccinated by him on the 
eighth day after Vaccination, and also on such ether days as he may deem 
necessary. 

3. The Medical Officer shall, in his Report to the Committee of Manage- 
ment, set forth by name the Persons Vaccinated by him since the date of his 
last Report; and such Report shall be made by him in the Form hereunto 
annexed ; and the Report, when transmitted by the Committee to the Board 
of Guardians shall be exhibited in the Board Room ; and a copy shall be kept 
by the Committee of Management for exhibition in the Dispensary. 

4. The Guardians shall pay to the Medical Officer the sum due to him fur 
Vaccination, as aforesaid, on the expiration of twenty-eight days from the 
receipt by them of the Report of the numbers Vaccinated.

under tliat Act. It will be observed that it is provided, that the appoint- 
ment of Wardens should he made within one month after the Annual Elec- 
tion of Guardians. 

5. It is desirable that the parties authorized to issue Tickets for Medical 
Relief in a Dispensary District should be selected for each District, as far as 
practicable, from different localities in the several parts of the District, so 
that sufficient facility for obtaining such relief, with due convenience to the 
sick poor resident in all parts of the District, nmy be afforded, lay means of 
persons distributed over the whole District according to its requirements, 
having regard to the amount of population iu its various parts and other 
local circumstances: and the Commissioners suggest to the Guardians the pro- 
priety of keeping this consideration in view in the selection of Rate-pavers 
for the Dispensary Committees, and of Wardens. It will, therefore, he de- 
sirable for the Board, in making such selection, to have before them a list of 
the Guardians and Relieving Officers entitled to issue Tickets for Medical 
Relief, showing tlieir respective places of residence ; and to make their se- 
lection of Rate-payers and Wardens accordingly, from persons resident in 
localities least provided with facility for obtaining such Tickets from other 
resident persons authorized to give them. 

6. The Commissioners also recommend the Guardians to select for Members 
of the Dispensary Committees such qualified Rate-payers as will be likely to be 
able and milling to assist in the due administration of the Dispensaries .Act, by 
attending the jfleetinys of the Committee of Management of their District at the 
prescribed times, so as to insure, as far as practicable, regular Meetings of a 
sufficient number of the Committee for the due management of the Dispen- 
sary, and the transaction of the business arising under the Act, in accord- 
ance with the General Rules issued in pursuance thereof.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poor 
in Ireland are desirous to draw the attention of Committees of Manage- 
ment of Dispensary Districts to the Act which was passed in the last 
Session of Parliament, to make further provision for the Practice of Vac- 
cination in Ireland, 21st and 22nd Vic., cap. 64. 

The following are the provisions of the Act : — 

I. “As soon as may lie after the passing- of this Act, the Committee of 
Management of every Dispensary District in Ireland shall, subject to the 
approbation of the Commissioners, divide such Dispensary District into so 
manv Vaccination Districts as they may deem advisable and necessary, and 
shall report such Districts to the Commissioners for their Approval, and 
shall require the Medical Officer of such District to attend at some conve- 
nient place -within each such Vaccination District, to be approved of by the 
said Committee, at such times as the said Committee may fix or approve; 
and tiie said Medical Officer shall and lie is hereby required to Vaccinate all 
Persons resident in his District who may come to him for that purpose, nr 
whom he may be requested to Vaccinate, being fit subjects for Vaccination, 
subject to such Regulations as may be issued by the Commissioners in that 
behalf. 

II. “ The Board of Guardians shall pay to each such Medical Officer, in 
addition to any Salary or Allowance payable to him, the sum of One Pound 
for every Twenty Cases of successful Vaccination performed by him in each 
year. 

III. “The Medical Officer of each such District shall make a Report to 
the Committee of Management, from time to time, of the number of per- 
sons successfully Vaccinated by him in each year, under the provisions of 
this Act, and such Report shall be made in such form and shall contain such 
further particulars as the Com missioners shall direct, and shall he transmitted 
by the Committee to the Board of Guardians, and recorded by the Guardians 
on their Minutes. 

IV. “ The payments to be made to the Medical Officer under the provi- 
sions of tills Act, and all other expenses incidental to the performance of 
V aecination under this Act in any Dispensary District, shall be charged to 
the Electoral Divisions comprising such Dispensary District, in the same 
manner as all charges incidental to Medical Relief in the District. 

V. “And whereas by an Act passed in the Third and Fourth Tears 
of the Reign of Her Majesty, chapter 29, it is enacted that any person who 
shall produce, or attempt to produce in any person by Inoculation with Vario- 
lous Matter, or by wilful exposure to Variolous Matter, or to any matter, 
article, or tiling impregnated with Variolous Matter, or wilfully by any 
other means whatsoever produce the disease of Small-pox in any person, 
shall he liable to be proceeded against and convicted summarily before any 
Two or more Justices of the Peace in Petty Sessions ; Be it enacted, that in 
any Casein which any proceedings shall have been taken or instituted by or 
under the directions of the Board of Guardians of any Union in Ireland under 
the said recited provision, it shall be lawful for the Board of Guardians to pay 
the costs of such proceedings out of tlie Rates of the Union at large.” 

It will be seen that under the 1st section of the Act the Committee of 
each Dispensary District is required to divide the Dispensary District into 
Districts for the purposes of Vaccination. 

It is further enacted that the Committee, after reporting the Vaccina- 
tion Districts to the Commissioners for their approval, shall require the 
Medical Officer of the Dispensary District to attend in the Vaccination 
District, at a place and at such tunes as shall be approved by the Com- 
mittee.

ing out the provisions of the Act 2 1 and 22 Vic., cap. G4, which was 
passed in the last Session of Parliament, to make further provision for 
the practice of Vaccination in Ireland. 

The Board of Guardians will see that this Act, the Sections of which 
are embodied in the. enclosed Circular, provides for the division of the 
Dispensary Districts into Vaccination Districts, for the payment of the 
Medical Officers for the cases successfully Vaccinated, and likewise for the 
payment of the Costs of proceedings against persons unlawfully pro- 
ducing the disease of Small-pox. 

The Commissioners have requested the Committees of Management to 
proceed in pursuance of the 1st Section of the Act, to divide the Dispen- 
sary Districts into Vaccination Districts, and to determine upon the place 
and times of the Medical Officers’ attendances in the Vaccination Districts. 

They have also acquainted the Committees of Management with their 
intention to issue an Order under Seal prescribing the I'orin in which the 
Return of Successful Cases of Vaccination is to be made under the 3rd 
Section of the Act for transmission to the Board of Guardians. 

The Commissioners desire at the same time to call the particular atten- 
tion of the Board of Guardians to the 5th Section of the Act, by the 
provisions of which Boards of Guardians are empowered to pay out 
of the Poor Rates of the Union at large the Costs of any proceedings 
which shall have been taken under the Act 3 and 4 Vic., cap. 29, against 
persons producing, or attempting to produce by V ariolous Matter or other- 
wise the disease of Small-pox in any person, and the Commissioners trust 
that the provisions of the Section referred to may promote the prosecution 
of Itinerant Inoculators, and that the.

ance at the Vaccination Stations. The Commissioners, in their Circular 
Letter of the 24th August last, addressed to Dispensary Committees, sug- 
.re-ted that the periods for such attendance should he fixed in the months 
of April or May, and September or October ; and, assuming those periods 
to have been fixed by the Dispensary' Committee, it would appear to bo 
desirable to have the Reports made up to the 30th June, and the 31st 
December in each year. 

In resrard to the period of payment, the Commissioners have, by the 
3rd Article of the Regulations which they have issued in pursuance of the 
provisions of the Act, provided that payment shall be made by the Board 
of Guardians on the expiration of twenty-eight days after they shall have 
received the Report from the Committee of Management, to whom it is to 
be made by the Medical Officer. 

As to tlie amount of payment, the 2nd Section of the Act provides 
that it shall be the sum of One Pound for every twenty cases of success- 
ful Vaccination performed in each year ; and on this section the Commis- 
sioners have been advised by Counsel that the Medical Officer is not en- 
titled to be paid unless he performs twenty successful Vaccinations within 
the vear, and that he is not entitled to he paid for broken numbers. The 
Commissioners are of opinion therefore, that where the Medical Officer 
makes Reports at intervals within the year, he should be paid for every' 
twentv successful cases in the Report, and that any number of cases less 
than twenty may, for the purpose of computing the amount to bo paid, he 
added to the number of eases in the succeeding Report, and so on until 
the closing Report of the year, which should be made, as above stated, up 
to the end of the natural year, viz. the 31st December. Any broken 
number of cases (less than 20) which may appear in such closing Report 
can neither he paid for nor carried forward to the Report for the succeed- 
ing year. 

It is to he observed, also, that the Act only provides for the Vaccina- 
tion of persons resident in the District, and that therefore payment can 
only be made for the V accination of persons so resident.

The Commissioners for administering the Laws for Relief of the Poo 
in Ireland deem it advisable to call your attention to the provisions of th<. 
36th Section of the Medical Act (21 & -22 Vic., c.. 90), which disqualified 
unregistered persons from holding certain Medical Appointments. ' The 
Section is as follows : — 

“After the first day of January, OneThousand Eight Hundred and Fifty 
nine, no person shall hold any appointment as a Physician, Surgeon nr 
other Medical Officer, either in the Military or Naval Service, or in Emi 
grant or other vessels, or in any Hospital, Infirmary, Dispensary, or Lvinir" 
in-Hospital, not supported wholly by voluntary contributions : or in anv 
Lunatic Asylum. Gaol, Penitentiary, House ofCorrection, House of Industry 
Parochial or Union Workhouse or Poorhouso, Parish Union or other public 
establishment, body, or institution, or to any Priendly or other Socic-tv 
for affording mutual relief in sickness, infirmity, or old age, or as a Medical 
Officer of Health, unless he be registered under this Act : Provided always 
that nothing in this Act contained shall extend to repeal or alter anv’ of 
the provisions of the Passengers Act, 1S56.” ’ ' 

It is, however’, provided by the 33rd Section, that no person who, on 
the 1st of October, 1858, shall be acting as Medical Officer under »n 
Order of the Poor Law’ Commissioners shall be disqualified to hold such 
office by reason of -his not being registered as therein required, unless 
he shall have failed to be registered within six months from the passing of 
the Act. D 

The Act received the Royal Assent on the 2nd August last, and bvthe 
second Section it is provided, that the Act is to commence and take effect 
from the 1st October, 1858.

I may_ mention, that I learned from the Medical Officer that he had at 
tended, in lus private practice, six or seven cases of Small-pox since the 
commencement ot the epidemic. The patients were all of them children 
who had been vaccinated in their infancy, and all recovered. The dis- 
ease was remarkably mild, and in some of the cases the patients were not 
even confined to bed. 

In conversation with another Medical Practitioner, who resides in the 
town ot \\ exiord I was informed that though Small-pox had been for 
several months very prevalent in the town and neighbourhood of Wexford 
lie bad seen only two cases in his private practice. These patients, both 
of whom were married ladies, had been vaccinated in infancy: one of 
them haclthedisease very- favourably, but the other, who was iu the seventh 
or eighth month of pregnancy, presented symptoms which justified a con- 
siderable degree of anxiety on the part of her Medical Attendant. She 
recovered, however, and in due time gave birth to a healthy infant, free 
tram any trace oi the disease under which its parent had laboured. The 
intant had not been vaccinated at the time when the case was mentioned 
to nie. 

,, ^ r l Bridgetown Dispensary District, during the period extending from 
^ e 1st October last to the 11th instant, only four eases of Small-pox have 
been registered : these occurred in the months of March, April, May, and 
une one m each month. The first three patients had been vaccinated, 
and took the disease in a very mild form ; the last case was that of an in- 
xant, five months old, who had not been vaccinated, and was under treat- 
ment in the early stage of the disease, at the time of my visit. No ease 
bad occurred m the private practice of the Medical Officer, 
i ofri , accinatlon .Register showed that in the year ended 3 1st December, 
i bS /, 1 08 persons had been vaccinated iu the District, and that since the 

maT* 1 ^ ***' °f whom 263 returned for examination on the 
eighth day, had been registered. 

In Bannow Dispensary District, the Medical Officer reported that his 
is l ict was remarkably healthy. Only two cases of Small-pox have been 
regis ered since the 1st October last ; of these, one occurred in November, 
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and terminated fatally ; it was uncertain whether the patient had ever been 
vaccinated. In the other case, which occurred in April last, the patient 
had been previously vaccinated, and the disease was so mild and free from 
fever, that he walked some distance to the Dispensary for advice, without 

Medical Officer mentioned, that in March last he attended two 
cases of Small-pox,— a farmer and his wife,— in his private practice. Both 
patients had been vaccinated, and both of them recovered. The farmer 
presented very favourable symptoms throughout his illness, but his wife, 
who was in the fourth month of pregnancy, had the disease severely. Her 
infant has not vet been born. 

In this District, during the year ended 31st December, 1857, seventy- 
five persons were vaccinated; and since the 1st January last, 132 persons, 
of whom fifty-one were adults, and one of them a woman sixty years of age. 

Tan-hmon and Glynn Dispensary District was reported by the Medical 
Officer as being healthy. Three cases of Small-pox have been registered 
since the 1st October last, viz.: — one in February, one inMarch, and one 
in the present month. I could not ascertain whether these patients had 
been vaccinated or not. 

In the year ended 31st December, 1857, the Medical Officer vaccinated 
230 persons, of whom 176 returned for examination on the eighth day ; 
and since the 1st January last, he lias vaccinated 38H persons, nearly all 
of whom returned on tlie eighth day. Of the persons vaccinated this 
year, a large number were adults, and only thirty-two were under the age 
of twelve months. 

In Crossabeg Dispensary District, eight cases of Small-pox have been 
registered during the period extending from the 1 st October last to the 

1.5th instant, viz. : four in March, two in April, one in May, and one in 

the present month. None of these patients had been vaccinated. 

From the Vaccination Register it appears that in the year ended 3 1 st 
December, 1857, fifty-two persons were vaccinated, of whom seventeen 
returned on the eighth day for examination by the Medical Officer ; and 
since the 1st January last, 183 persons have been vaccinated, of whom 
only thirty-seven returned on the eighth day. This District extends very 
nearly to the town of Wexford, and the Medical Officer appears to have 
taken considerable pains to impress upon the poor the risk which they in- 
curred by leaving their children unprotected by Vaccination in tlie pre- 
sence of an epidemic of Small-pox prevailing in tlieir immediate vicinity. 
To a certain extent Ills warnings have not been fruitless, as testified by 
the increased number of persons vaccinated during tlie present year ; but 
the number of those who were brought back for examination as .to the 
success of the operation, is only about one-fiftli ol the number vaccinated. 

The Broadway Dispensary District is reported by the Medical Officer 
as being generally healthy. Since the 1st October last eight cases of 
Small-pox have been registered, viz. : — two in December, four in March, 
one in April, and one in the present month. Of these, five had been 
vaccinated, two not vaccinated, and one uncertain ; tlie case last referred 
to was the only one which presented the disease in a severe form, and 
terminated in the death of tlie patient. The Medical Officer informed me 
that he lias not seen a case of Small- pox in his private practice for a con- 
siderable period, and that most of those which occurred among the poor 
were imported from the town of Wexford. 

Before leaving Wexford I had an opportunity, through, the courtesy, of 
Dr. Crean, the Medical Officer to the Workhouse, of visiting the Onion 
Fever Hospital, and examining the Register. On the day ol. my visit, 
the 14th instant, there were eight cases of Small-pox in the Hospital, — four 
males and four females — in various stages of convalescence. They had all 
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been previously vaccinated, an<l in all the disease had taken a favourable 
course. Not one of these patients had been admitted front the Work- 
house. On examination of the Register I observed that from the 1-t 
October last, to the 14th instant, inclusive, ninety- nine eases of Sm-til* 
pox, and two of Varicella had received admission. Of these, onlv four 
cases of Small-pox were from the Workhouse, the remainder ha vino- been 
sent in from the town of Wexford and adjacent Districts. Of the total 
number admitted, nine had died. The Register did not show the propor- 
tion of vaccinated to unvaccinated cases. 

From the foregoing particulars, it appears that from the 1 st October la-t 
to tlie 1.5th instant, inclusive, 129 cases of Small-pox have been registered 
at the Dispensaries in this Union ; and it is believed that a considerable 
number of additional eases have occurred in the several Dispensin' 
Districts for whom medical advice was not sought. The epidemic ap- 
pears to have confined its action chiefly to the town of Wexford and its 
immediate neighbourhood, 104 cases out of the total number bavins oc- 
curred in that locality. It also appears that the epidemic is grailnally 
subsiding, only sixteen eases having been registered in the whole Union 
since the 30th April last, while, during the mouths of March and April, 
seventy-one eases were registered at the Dispensaries. This inference 
is corroborated by the Admission Book of the Union Fever Hospital, from 
which it appears that in the month of March last twenty-four cases of 
Small-pox were received into that institution : thirty in April, ten in Hay. 
and only two during the first two weeks of the. present month. 

It also appears that the prevalence of Small-pox in the Union has hid 
the. effect of exciting the apprehensions of the peasantry for the safety of 
their children and of themselves, and that they have availed themselves 
of the benefits of vaccination in numbers far exceeding those of the past 
year ; tlie total number vaccinated in all the Districts during the year 
ended 3 1st December, 1857, having been 799, while from the 1st January- 
last, to the loth instant, 1,45S persons have been vaccinated bv the 
Medical Officers.

My reason for asserting that the country people about here prefer 
Small-pox to Cowpock is, that I constantly hear of quacks going about 
the country inoculating for Small-pox. Very few cases axe ever brought 
under my observation, as the people dread being called on to prosecute 
those quacks ; and when brought as witnesses in these cases they look on 
themselves in the light of informers — the most disgraceful characters that 
can be, in their opinion. 

Some of those quacks have been brought before the magistrates here 
and at Milltown Petty Sessions. One was punished with a fortnight’s 
imprisonment ; another, who I am informed still carries on a flourishing 
business, manages to avoid detection in tlie following ingenious way 
He goes into a friend’s house at some distance from his own, and this is 
made known all round the neighbourhood. A woman bringing her 
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i . uo-uda if fn a strange worn an who stands at tlie door ; 
chM to vnd with it to its mother, after being 

she takes the c ‘“ d can s£iy , vho aid it. He is also so very 

inoculated, so that si ^ J ^ throu „ U the stranger, but is

Adverting to observations of the Medical Officer on the last Quarterly 
Return, L, transmitted by him to the Commissioners, in reference to the 
prevalence of Small-pox in the District, it appears from all the information 
which can be collected that the District preserved its ordinary immunity 
from variola till the close of last September, when a family named Lei 
arrived from Glasgow, where the father had been engaged in a timber 
vard. One of the children was taken ill with Small-pox immediately on 
their arrival at the Fishery, in the Electoral Division of Bencorr and died • 
and simultaneously four children of a man named Burke residing at 
the same place, were attacked with Small-pox, of whom three died •'and 
the circumstances of intercommunication which existed between both 
families, and the absence of all suspicion as to inoculation leaves little 
doubt that the disease was propagated by contagion. In this, the western 
part of the Roundstone District, happily the "disease has not hitherto 
made any further progress. In the eastern portion, including the Elec- 
toral Divisions of Knockboy, Skannive, Owengowk, and Mvrus, about 
the same time when the disease appeared bv importation in tlie Electoral 
Division of Bencorr, a fearful spread of the affection was suddenly observed 
attended with a high rate of mortality ; and owing to the activity of Dr 
Payne, steps were immediately taken by the Constabulary to Imno- the 
itinerant moculators, . whose illegal proceedings had caused alF this 
misery, to justice. Au inquest was held on one of the cases which termin- 
ated fatally, and a verdict of manslaughter returned by the Jury against 
an old and oft-punished offender named Mulroony, against 'whom a 
Coroner s warrant was issued, but he has as yet eluded the vigilance of 
the authorities. 

From information received, the Constabulary have caused summonses 
to be issued against Mulroony as the operator ; and the parents of 
some twenty families, who allowed their children to be inocukted bv 
him, tor I lrarsday next, the 4th instant. 

The summons lias not as yet been served on Mulroony, who lias 
fled;, but it is, as I am informed, the opinion of the Resident and Local 
Magistrates, that the parents are amenable under the Statute for “ wilfully 
exposing the children, by suffering them to be operated upon. I propose 
at tending the Petty Sessions to be held at Carna on that date, and will 
ti ansnnt. the result for the Commissioners’ information. From every 
information I can glean, there is reason to apprehend that Mulroonv, 
who went about dressed in woman’s attire, inocukted about three hundred 
children, and the mortality hitherto ascertained exceeds twenty. 
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T!,c Committee of Management met on the 20th ult , and arranged 
Districts under the new Act; and so extended and serious 
the amount of apprehension on the minds of the residents ot the

Adverting to my report of inspection of the Roundstone Dispensary 
District, in Glifden Union, dated the 1st instant, I have the honour to , re- 
port that in accordance with the intimation noted therein, I attended on 
yesterday at the Carna Petty Sessions, where several persons were sum- 
moned before the Justices, with the view of obtaining further ■evidence 
against a man named Mulroony, charged with illegally inoculating large 
numbers of children in the Eastern Electoral Divisions of the District, when 
it was lioped that Mulroony might be brought up under the warrant 
issued by the Coroner subsequent to the finding ot the Jury at the in- 
quest held on the Mtli October, ultimo, on the body of Maiy Canavun, 
aged 3i years, who was proved to have died of Small-pox, the result of 

inoculation by him. _ „ , , , 

From the statements made by the Constabulary it appeared that very 
diligent endeavours were made to execute the warrant, and some persons 
who obstructed them in their searches were brought before the Justices. 
There seems every reason to believe that the residents afforded every 
facility for Mulroony’s concealment, with the view of his attending and 
giving medicine to the children operated upon, during the progress ot the 
disease, as they were, for obvious reasons, prevented from seeking legiti- 
mate advice, from an apprehension, that if it were known that they allowed 
their children to be inoculated with Small-pox virus, that punishment 
might fall on themselves —a feeling that is stated to have been so firmly 
implanted in tlieir minds by Mulroony, when he found the law bad been put 
into motion against himself, that it has now become very difficult to ob- 
tain any additional information, as was experienced by the Justices who 
were seeking, and did ultimately obtain, the sworn information ot a woman 
named Mary King, whose children were operated upon by Mulroony, 
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and one of -whom died ; and upon this information, and that of Dr Para 
the Medical Officer of the District, another warrant was issued bv’ t h' 
Bench for the arrest of Mulrooiiy. 

The Justices who presided expressed their concurrent opinions a~ 
to the culpability of parents and others “wilfully exposing” their children 
to inoculation, and agreed to issue summonses against several who came 
within this interpretation of the law — many of whom were in attendance 
at the time ; but having been only summoned to give evidence against 
Mulroony, the Bench was unwilling to press the hearing of the case' unle« 
under special summons. A conviction or two under this head will, it is ap- 
prehended, lie more effectual in checking inoculation than the trivial pun- 
ishment of incarcerating the operator for any period however prolonged. 

The Justices appeared fully determined to press the investigation 
with the view of punishment, and have impressed the Constabulary with 
the necessity of using every exertion for the execution of the warrant 
against Mulroony. 

The total number of children vaccinated in this District from the 6th 
October to 4th November instant, is G30.

— Report from Dr. Taaffe, Medical Officer of Nobber Dis- 
pensary District, Kells Union. 

Nobber, August 14, 1S5S. 

(aENTLEMENj 

I beg to acknowledge tlie receipt of your letter of the 13th instant 
No. 18,S65,m reference to my Report on the 7th instant, to the Board oi' 
Guardians of the Kells Union, as to the prevalence, of Scarlatina in mv 
District, anti referring me for instructions to your Circular of the 15th 
September, 1856. From the erroneous recollection I had of these in- 
structions, I was under the impression that they referred chiefly to cases of 
Cholera, and to other contagious diseases only in the event of" their being 
very prevalent and wide-spreading ; and under this conviction, I dill report 
the only case of Cholera which occurred in my District, on the 25th of 
.September, 1857, which was acknowledged by the Commissioners’ letter 
of the 2nd October following, No. 24,234. I beg tlie Commissioners will 
pardon tlio mistake X nave made in this particular. 

.Since my Report on the 7tli instant to the Hoard of Guardians, there 
have occurred ten eases of Scarlatina, besides two others which appeared for 
days to have been cured, but which have since sunk into the worst forms of 
he sequei;e of Scarlatina. The type of the disease varied in many cases 
? widely ; m some the greatest inconvenience arose from the excessive 
inflammation and enlargement of the Tonsils, without much of the usually 
accompanying characteristic Fever, and these all recovered; in others 
the invasion was so sudden and malignant as to terminate life in two or 
three days ; there is one instance where it killed within twenty-four hours, 
in forty-one cases which have occurred in all, there have been ten deaths 
besides the two cases of the sequehe above alluded to, which are very 
uoubtiul. 1 he last case took place on the 1 3th instant, hut it promises to 
be of the simple form.

^Tliave’tbe honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, No. 
iq ’58 of the 16th instant, enclosing a communication from Dr. 
Trifle' Medical Officer of the Nobber Dispensary District in Kells Union, 
in reference to the prevalence of Scarlatina in his District, and beg leave 
to inform von that, in accordance with your instructions, I proceeded to 
\obbc’ - on the 1 Oth instant, and made inquiry into the sanitary condi- 
tion of the District. I was met at the Dispensary by the Medical Officer ; 
and from his statement, and from an examination of the Medical Belief 
Reeister, I obtained the following particulars 
The first cases of Scarlatina that the Medical Officer has hoard of m 
the District, this season, occurred about the second week of June last, in 
a locality named Cruieetown, between three and four miles from the vil- 
i-t-re of Nobber. These cases are supposed to have been of mild character, 
a^no application to the Medical Officer was made in their behalf. Several 
of the patients were children attending the National School at. Nobber, 
and it would appear that they were sent back to school at too early a 
period of their convalescence, and communicated the infection to their com- 
panions In this manner the disease was rapidly and extensively dissemi- 
nated through the Electoral Divisions of Posseckstown, Nobher, and 

Thefirst" application that was made to the Medical Officer to visit a 
case of Scarlatina, was on the 24th Juno last; the patient resided at 
Posseckstown, and the case terminated fatally. Before the end of 
the month three other cases occurred in the same neighbourhood, 
all of whom recovered. During the mouth of July, twenty-four cases 
were treated by the Medical Officer, six of whom died ; and during the 
present month’ twenty cases and two deaths have been registered. Thus, 
ilurins the interval between the 24tli June last, and the 19th instant, 
forty-eight cases of Scarlatina have been attended by the Medical Officer, 
nine deaths have occurred, and seven cases are still under treatment. It 
is believed, however, that the foregoing numbers do not represent the 
actual extent of the disease, as at the commencement of the epidemic, the 
parents concealed the illness of their children, lest it might lead to their 
exclusion from the National School. On the certificate of the Medical 
Officer the school was closed about five weeks since, and has not yet 
been reopened. 

Since the Medical Officer’s Report to the Board of Guardians on the 
7th instant active measures have been taken, through the agency of the 
Constabulary, for enforcing the provisions of the Nuisances Item oval and 
Diseases Prevention Acts throughout the District ; and I observed that 
the majority of the cabins in the village of Nobber have been recently 
limewashed, both internally and externally. 

The disease does not appear to have been confined to any particular 
locality, though a considerable number of cases occurred in the village of bob- 
ber and its neighbourhood, nor does it appear to have originated m any pe- 
culiar neglect or violation of flic conditions necessary to health ; and the 
Medical Officer is of opinion that, it has been propagated almost alto- 
gether by infection or contagion. Though the cases have not been less 
numerous during the last fortnight, they have been much milder no serious 
case having occurred during that period. In the fatal cases death oc- 
curred in the majority, on the third day ; in two or three instances on the 
second day ; and in one case within twenty -four hours from the first re- 
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cognised invasion of the disease. In all these cases, excent the last men 
tioned, the eruption was well developed, but the Fever remarkably hUh" 
and cerebral symptoms prominent, death being preceded by profound coma" 
The throat was not more than usually engaged in any'of the cases at- 
tended, nor has there been any tendency to external Erysipelas, or "diffuse 
inflammation observed. As yet only three cases have' been followed bv 
troublesome Seqnehe ; in two of these, and in which the primary disease rar 1. 
mild course, convalescence has been interrupted by the supervention rji' 
general Dropsy, and in the third a large circumscribed abscess formed in 
the submaxillary region, and was opened by the Medical Officer. Nearly 
all the patients were children, and no persuasion on the part of the Medical 
Officer could induce the parents to allow them to be transferred to the 
Union Fever Hospital, though proper arrangements have been made la- 
the Board of Guardians for their removal through, the Relieving Officer. 
The village of Nobber is eight miles from the Fever Hospital at Kells, and 
some parts of the District are. considerably more ; but it would appear 
that the refusal of the parents to send their children to hospital was 
induced, rather by an unwillingness to bo separated from them than bv 
any consideration of distance or difficulty of transmission. I was in- 
formed by the Medical Officer, that there is not a house or huildins in 
the neighbourhood of Nobber that, in case of necessity, could be made 
available for the reception and treatment of persons suffering from tbisor 
any similar epidemic disease ; and he is of opinion that, even if there were, 
no person would be inclined to let it for such a purpose. 

The District is reported to be free from any other disease of a serious 
nature. 

The Registers and other Dispensary books are very correctly kept bv the 
Medical Officer, but the Committee of Management have not held a 
meeting since the 2nd April last. 

I beg leave to add, that the Medical Officers of the other Dispensary 
Districts in this Union, informed me that their respective Districts are 
generally healthy, and altogether free from Scarlatina or any other epi- 
demic disease.

No. 15. — Letter from Dr. Otjllenan, Medical Officer of Ullicl 
Dispensary District, Waterford Union. 

Ivilmacow, November 3, 1858. 

Gentlemen, 

In accordance with your instructions, dated 21st of October, 1854, 
I have to report a case of Asiatic Cholera, to which I was called on vester- 
< lay at half-past twelve o’clock. The subject, a boy fourteen years of age, 
of rather delicate appearance, was attacked with pain in the epigastric 
region, about 4 o’clock, a.m., succeeded by purging and vomiting. After 
the two first evacuations from the bowels the discharges became almost 
limpid, and in very large quantities; those from the stomach much of the 
same appearance, and very frequent. 

On niv arrival at Dangan, where the boy lives, and about a mile from 
the Dispensary, I found, him in a state of collapse, quite blue, cold, and 
pulseless; the countenance sunk and cadaverous, and his' voice rancons; m 
fact he was all but dead, although the intellects were quite unimpaired. 
It is worthy of remark that there was much throbbing of the descending 
aorta. 
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The treatment I adopted was calomel and opium, with capsicum, hot 
, ar omatic spirit of ammonia, and hydrocyanic acid, with chicken 
i tli occasionally. Although the thirst was insatiable, I allowed him 
H one or two table spoonfuls of cold water at a time. I continued to 
h him for about two hours with hot turpentine, and diffused heat under 
hed-clothes bv means of heated stones, kept against liis feet, and in 
tip foot of the heel. I omitted to mention that he had violent cramps in the 
• , t i, u t they were, alwavs arrested by pressure on the popliteal space, 
'ml round the limb below the knee. About five o’clock in the evening, rc- 
•iction beo-an to set in: he had a quiet night, but. no sleep until near day. 
jr e discharged his stomach but once, and had only two motions from his 
bowels after the first pill and draught of hydrocyanic acid. Those latter 
two discharges were quite white, and had the consistence of thick milk. 
Vbout cmhto’cloek last night heat was sufficiently re-established; his pulse 
distinct and about eighty, and all the urgent symptoms subsided. ITe is 
coin* ou well this day, and taking, bydr. o. creta every four hours. I 
could not trace the attack to any particular cause, as to eating, drinking, 
&c.
